March ”, 1982 a 


300 mos petitions 


against Shields’ ouster

_ The dismissal of middle school 
principal Doug Shields last’ week 
caught residents by surprise and has 
spawned an effort to have him in- 
stated as high schoo! principal. 
_ More than 300. people have signed 
petitions so far asking that Shields be 
retained, drive organizer Gigi Antoine 
said Tuesday afternoon, and the 
- petitions are still being circulated. 

It was announced at the Tuesday, 

March 9, school board meeting that 
. Shields’ position was being eliminated 

and that the middle school students 

would be absorbed into the other two 
~ schools. 

Superintendent Tom Rossler said it 
had not been decided yet how the 
grades would be split between the 
high school and elementary. The split, 
he said, could be kindergarten to sixth 
grade in the elementary, kindergarten 
to seventh or kindergarten to eighth. 

The board ‘regretfully’ approved 


the elimination of Shields’ job without 
any discussion.. 

A group of:about 35 parents and 
students — mostly high school 
students — met Friday afternoon to 
form a committee to approach the 
board with arguments that Shields 
should: be retained instead of high 
school principal Harry ‘‘Bud’’ 
Ashton. 

The meeting was held without the 
knowledge of Shields, who has 
requested a closed hearing with the 
board. No date-has yet been set for 
that hearing, Shields said Tuesday. 

The petition requesting that. Shields 
be retained was read at the Friday 
meeting and persons attending that 
session were asked to circulate it 
around town. 

School body president Matt’ Koontz 
was threatened with suspension from 
school Tuesday morning by Ashton 
after the principal discovered a notice 
on the bulletin board saying Koontz 
had petitions for students to sign, 


according to Antoine, who helped 
organize the Friday meeting. 

After Koontz’ mother met with 
school officials, it was decided that he 
would not be suspended. 

Persons who spoke at the Friday 
parents’ meeting mostly emphasized 
Shields’ good points, while some did 
make negative comments about 
Ashton’s methods 
students. 

It was said that Shields possesses 
“beautiful interpersonal skills’ and 
that students respect him even when 
they are disciplined. Ashton, several 
speakers said, does not have the same 
qualities or respect. 

The petition also says that Shields 
has: more seniority than any other 
administrator. Shields, who was hired 
as high school assistant principal, has 
been with the district for nine years. 

Antoine said she has requested, on 
behalf of the committee, a meeting 
with the school board but, has not. yet 
received a reply. 


EJ Schools’ financial picture

‘We will end the year in the black— 
a minimal amount—without unforseen 
expenses coming up.’”’ 

That’s how financial supervisor Ruby 
Dipzinski summed up East Jordan 
Schools’ monetary status in an inter- 
view. 

‘‘We have watched every penny,” 
she said. 

Schools are required by state law to 
stay in the black, but East Jordan’s $2 
million budget projected for next year, 


only slightly above this year's,..is . 


already threatened by cuts in state and 
federal aid. 

One threat is the expected enroll- 
ment drop of about 5S students. The 
state aid formula this year paid $118 out 
of the $2,000 cost allowed for each 
student, or a total of about $156,000. 

Loss of students means loss of aid. 
Enrollment next year is expected to be 
about 984 students. : 

The loss of students and the increase 
in local taxes could mean the state aid 


. would be cut off anyway, Dipzinski said. 


Superintendent Tom Rossier puts that 
loss figure at about $95,000. 

“It’s a very real possibility,’’ she 
said. The decrease in enrollment could, 
according to the state aid formula, class 
the school district as self-supporting. 
On this basis, Boyne City is now without 
state aid. 


Last June East Jordan: voted a two- 


year operational tax of 30.3 mills. In 
December three more mills were voted 
for one year. 

Still, the athletics program had to be 
cut, and has been borne all year by the 
Athletics Boosters Club with the cooper- 
ation of students, parents and com- 
munity. ° 

At the school board meeting Tues- 
day, March 9, Rossler indicated the 
program next year would be developed 
as a three-way effort among Boosters, 
community and school. 

Also at the board meeting, principal 


“fion Peters reported next year would 


see a cut of 14 percent in Title I aid for 
extra-help .in reading for elementary 
students. A four percent cut in the 
$70,000 stake has already been made, 
and another cut is outlined for 1983-84. 

Title IV, a federal program also, is 
doomed, Dipzinski said, because the 
$15,000 grant would only be available 
for students who could prove they were 
more than one-fourth Indian. 

This is next to impossible, Dipzinski 
said. The older Indians have died and 
any information now available would, 
for the most part, not be official. 

“Right at this time there are so mapy 
uncertainties,’’ Dipzinski said, it's 
hard to come up with real answers.’ 

Rossler said at the board meeting, 
“We are on top of the thing....We have 
the lead time....but we still have 
problems.’’

First time: BC budget 


smaller than last year 


For the first time in history, Boyne 
City is likely to have a smaller budget 
than in the previous year. 

City manager Tim Clifton has 
proposed a $1,761,335 spending plan 
for fiscal 1982-83 that is 5.7 percent 
lower than this year's budget. 

In preparing the budget, Clifton also 
absorbed 1.19 mills being levied for 
the first time to pay off a bond for the 
new city hall. In the past two years, 
proceeds from the sale of the old city 
hall were used to make the bond 
payments. 

The city operating budget was 
reduced to 12.47 mills in order to keep 
the overall tax rate at 18.05 mills, or 
$18.05 per -$1,000 of assessed 
valuation. 

Clifton and the city commission are 


' presently holding public budget 


review sessions. on- the proposal. 
Commission action is expected at the 


-Tuesday, April 13, night meeting. 


The review sessions are being held in 
Clifton's office at noon each Tuesday 
and Thursday through March 25. 
There will also be a Wednesday, 
March 24, session at 7 p.m. 

Forty-nine percent of the anticipated 
revenues will come from property 
taxes. Eighteen. percent will come 
from state revenue sharing, 7% 
percent from federal revenue sharing, 
nearly 10 percent from ‘‘municipal 
functions’’ such as sales of gasoline at 
the airport, ambulance fees paid by 
patients and contracting townships, 
and fire protection fees paid by 
contracting townships. 

In-past years, non-tax revenues have 

outweighed taxes by about $100,000, 


Clifton noted, but pedncuane: in state

and federal revenue sharing and a 300 
percent increase in delinquent 
payments to the city have eroded the 
non-tax base. 

This is the first year that Clifton 
knows of that the amount of non-tax 


‘revenues is expected to be lower than 


in the previous year. 


’ The largest portion of the city’s 


income, 30 percent, goes for general 
services, which includes ad- 
ministrative salaries and fringe 


. benefits, street lighting, a portion of 


street maintenance work, library 
subsidy, and other items. 

The next largest expense is the 
police department, which makes up 20 
percent of the budget. The capital 
improvement program — .Water 
Street renovation and other city 
improvements — takes up 
percent. Central administration —~ 
basically the manager’s 
treasurer’s offices — accounts for 9% 
percent. ; 

In keeping the budget below this 
year’s level, Clifton did not make 
Actoss-the-board cuts, but reduced 
some areas and increased others, 
There are no layoffs proposed, but in a 
couple cases there are reduced hours 
for personnel. 

Clifton has proposed 10 percent pay 
increases for most city employees 
(unionized workers are already 
scheduled for 10 percent pay hikes), 


but. not for himself. . 


Because of the reduction in hours for 


-some workers, the elimination of two- 
- part-time police officer positions and 


some other moves, the actual dollar 


increase for non-union. employees is 


only as percent overall.

Dr. Brian Vousat 
director of District 
Health Department No. 
3, said flu-like illnesses 


are being . reported 
throughout northern 
Michigan. 

Chickenpox is also 


quite prevalent, he said. 


District health officials - 


are not ‘sure if the 


respiratory illness is . 


actually the flu, Youngs 
said, and have sent 
cultures to the lab to be 
tested. 

Type 8 influenza has 
been detected in 
Cadillac, he said, which 
leads to the belief that is 
the strain being ex- 
perienced in nor- 
thwestern lower 
Michigan. - 

Youngs said one school 
in the Indian River 
district had to close 
because of high ab- 
senteeism. Other 
problem spots have been 
Pellston and Posen. 

If the flu is Type B 
older persons who 
received flu shots are 
protected, Youngs said. 
But older people who 
have significant 
respiratory problems 
which could lead to 
pneumonia should be 
cautious, he said. 

Both Type B influenza 
and chickenpox are 
associated with Reye’s 
Syndrome, a sometimes 
fatal collection of 
symptoms which strike 
children. 

Reye's can hit anyone 
under the age of 18, 
‘Youngs said. It can 
strike children as they 
are recovering from viral 
illnesses. Youngs noted, 
however, that the in- 
cidence of Reye's is 
extremely low. 

In the winter of 1979- 
80, he said, there were 
about 80 cases of Reye’s 
reported in Michigan. 
Last winter, there were 
about 20, Youngs said 
three children have died 
from the syndrome this 
year. 

Youngs said there has 
been one case diagnosed 
as being Reye's in 
Emmet County, but that 
diagnosis was ‘‘by 
exclusion’”” — meaning 
other diseases were ruled 
out, leaving Reye’s as 
the probable malady. 

Youngs emphasized 
that Reye’s is not 
communicable. He did

aspirin and Reye's. 
Four studies have been 
conducted in recent 
years, he said, which 
link aspirin or aspirin- 
containing medicines 
with Reye's. While the 
evidence is not con- 
clusive, he said, it is 
strong enough to issue 
warnings against giving 
aspirin to children who 
have the flu or 
chickenpox. 


Medical associations 
and — public health 
departments have issued 
statements cautioning 
against aspirin use in 
such cases. They say to 
leave -low-grade fevers 
untreated or to sponge 
with luke-warm water to 
make the patibnt more 
comfortable. 

Youngs said there: is 
also evidence that low- 
grade fevers are 
beneficial in fighting 
illness because they 
increase white blood cell 


counts and production of 
some proteins. 

If a fever reaches 103 
degrees, he said, the 
patient is significantly 
ill and should. be at- 
tended by a physician. 
Youngs is not sure if 
the. spread of flu-like 
ilinesses ison the wane. 
The three major storms 
of January delayed the 
flu season because 
human contact was 
lessened during the 
month, he said.

A complaint against an 
East Jordan police officer, 
brought to the city coun- 
cil on Jan. 5 is still under 
investigation by the coun- 
cil police committee. 

Police committee mem- 
bers indicated they were 
waiting for information, 
but would make no fur- 
ther comment other than 
they anticipated a deci- 
sion possibly this week.

ADVISER 
POLE GRIP 


Most tourers rely on their poles for 
propulsion especiaily when climbing a 
hill. Having the correct grip on your 
poles will help progress immea- 
Surably. 

The proper grip starts when you 
reach up through the strap as in the 
photo. Then drop the hand on top of 
the strap with your thumb on one side 
and your fingers on the other. This 
grip allows you to push down and 
back on the strap and pole. 

Many skiers grip the pole by drop- 
ping the hand down through the strap 
and then grabbing the pole handle. 
This grip gives them nothing to push 
against. When any pressure is exerted 
on the pole, their hand will slide off it.
